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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 1 1 , 
2006 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach, in reference to claims 1-18, see applicant's argument pages 9-11 filed 
May 5, 2006.

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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 19-25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hall et 
al (7,027,801) "Hall". 

6. Claim 19 , Hall teaches a system for determining, storing and utilizing operating 
mode data of a terminal in a telecommunication system (column 5, lines 30-column 6, 
lines 57), comprising: 

Hall teaches a telecommunication network (see fig. 3 and col. 7 lines 40-68). 
Hall teaches a user terminal (328) operable for communicating with the 
telecommunication network (# 348 of see col. 7, lines 40-68 and fig. 3). 
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Hall teaches a telecommunication server connected to the telecommunication 
network for dynamically maintaining current operating mode data of the user terminal 
and making available the current operating mode of the user terminal for enquiries by 
other users, such that the current operation mode data of the user terminal is available 
to a calling partv prior to attempting a connection to the user terminal (col. 5,24-51 and 
col.6,lines 44-57,col.8,lines 21-43 and figs. 3-6 and col. 12, lines 5-24). 

Claim 20. Hall teaches at least one memorandum containing infonnation relating 
to at least one of terminals connected to the telecommunication network and users of 
the connected terminals (see figs,3 and 5) 

Claim 21 . Hall teaches an application server connected to the 
telecommunication server for storing settings of applications and operations associated 
with different operating modes of the user terminal and for transmitting, to the user 
terminal, applications and operations settings required by the terminal for each of the 
different operating modes of the user terminal (see col. 3, line-19-col.4,line 16 and col. 
12, lines 5-24). 

Claim 22. said telecommunication server comprises at least one user-specific 
reachability profile destining a reacheability chain (COL3,LINE 19-COL.4,LINE 16). 

Claim 23. Hall teaches a call control system connected to the telecommunication 
server for controlling call setup in accordance with a selected reachability chain (see 
fig.3).

Claim 24. Hall teaches said call control system comprises an intelligent network 
(figures 3 and 5, is considered that it is intelligent network, that receives profiles from 
others and transmit selected information to mobile terminal ). 

Claim 25. Hall teaches said user terminal comprises a mobile station (see fig. 3).
